ITALIAN  ATTITUDE 

IS  YET  DOUBTFUL

LONDON.  Aujr.  31.— Kvents 
moved  swiftly  to^lay  in  tlir 
dispute  between  Italy  and 
Greece  which,  in  the  almost  uni- 
versal opinion  of  the  British  press, 
bears  a  lamentable  resemblance 
to  the  dispute  of  t|;|e  tragic  days 
of  July  and  August,  1914 

OreecB  promptly  replied  to  the 
Italian  ultimatum  with  an  offer  of 
Much  Mtlnfnctinn  as.  In  the  opinion  %,t 
the  nrltlah  pre.ns,  the  oocanlon  d«- 
mandM  urrtll  criminal  reaponmblllty 
for  the  murdem  of  the  Ave  Italian 
membcra  of  the  Greco- Albanian 
boundary  commtaslon  haa  been  flxed 
by  proper  inveatiiration,  but  declined 
to  atrbmtt  to  what  Oreeoe  regards  aa 
bunilUatinv  eondltlona. 

A  Stm  Not* 

Thereupon  the  Cabinet  reaaaembled 
in  Rome  and  decided  on  the  next  atep 
Italy  ahould  take.  Thia,  according  to 
reporta  from  Athena,  took  the  form 
of  the  Italian  Mlnlater  at  Athena  pre- 
nentlng  a  new  note  to  Greece  seem- 
ingly In  the  iihape  of  another  ulti- 
matum, the  terma  of  which  have  not 
yet  been  atated.  but  RivinR  only  a  few 
hours  for  a  reply,  and  alao  notifying 
the  Greek  Oovernment  that  meantime 
Corfu  would  be  peacefully  occupied 
temporarily  by  Italian  trooj[)B.  On 
tWa  development,  the  Oreek  c;overn- 
ment  Immediately  telegraphed  Geneva 
Invoking  the  Intervention  of  the 
LeaKue  of  N'allona. 

Theite  are  the  outstanding  develop- 
ments of  the  day.  aa  far  aa  ascertain 
able  under  what 'generally  ia  l>el^jjjyi 
to  t>e  a  partial  reversion  to  war  condi- 
tions in  the  way  of  censorship  or  de- 
lays  In  teleffraphie  communleAtion 
frrtm  Rome  and  Athens. 

Martial  Law 

Martial  law  la  aald  to  have  been 
declared  throughout  Greece,  while  in 
Italy  nwiy  antl-Oreek  demonstrations 
are  reported.  Many  sensational  re- 
ports of  naval  and  military  move- 
ments havH  been  current,  but  It  Is 
conrtflered  here  these  ahould  be  re- 
ceived with  reserve. 

The  moat  disconcerting  report, 
which,  however,  haa  not  yet  been 
fifncially  cnnflrmed.  comes  from 
Rome.  It  Is  to  the  efTect  that  Pre- 
mier Muaaollnl  Intends  to  ignore  the 
li«atue  of  Nations  In  the  controvers>-. 
maintaining  that  the  dispute  ton- 
cern.1  only  Ii«ly  and  <;reecp 

The  x-tew  heM  in  British  ofnclal 
circles  Im  ihnt  under  Article  12  of 
the  covenant  of  the  League,  both 
Italy  and  Greece,  who  are  members 
of  the  l.^ague.  are  bound  to  submit 
the  dispute  to  that  body. 

OHUdac  .MaMmUnl 
In  varying  tones.  ranging  from 
deprecAtlon  to  denunciation,  the  Brit- 
ish newspapers  complain  of  Premier 
MuMSOlinl's  "needleaa  precipitancy, •' 
and  draw  parallels  with  the  Austrian 
note  of  1»H.  which  led  to  the  world 
war.  The  belief  in  expressed  by  aome 
of  the  newspapers  that  the  present 
spark  may  set  the  whole  Balkans 
ablase. 

It  If  expected  that  Marquis  Curaen. 
the  Foreign  Minister,  may  curtail  hla 
holidays  and  return  to  Ix>ndon  next 
week,  but  It  is  said  the  British  Gov- 
ernment still  Is  Kopeful  that  war  will 
b*  averted  and  that  for  the  present  It 
contemplates  no  speclOc  action.

Unknown  Vessel  Goes 
*Ashore  Off  Clo-oose; 
Algerine  Off  to  Aid 


AN  unideatifieci  vesael  is  ashore  in  the  vicinity  of  Clo-oose.  west 
coast  of  Vancouver  Island,  according  to  a  telephone  message 
from  Clo-oose  last  night.  The  meMage,  received  about  10:30 
p.m.  by  Colonel  A.  W.  R.  Wilby.  agent  of  marine,  said  the  Bamfield 
power  lifeboat  had  been  warned  of  the  disaster  and  was  going  to  the 
rescue.    No  further  details  were  available  from  Clo-oose. 

In  addition  to  the  lifeboat,  three  other  ships  at  an  early  hour  this 
morning  were  standing  by  or  rushing  to  the  assistance  of  the  wrecked 
ship.  They  were  the  salvage  steamer  Algerioe.  which  left  Victoria 
during  the  night  for  the  scene;  the  United  States  lifesaving  cutter  Sno- 
homish and  the  tug  Storm  King.  The  latter,  early  on  the  scene,  wire- 
lessed at  10:33  p.m.  that  the  vessel  was  sending  up  rockets  of  distress. 
Apparently,  the  tug  said,  she  had  no  wireless  equipment.  No  further 
reports  were  picked  up  from  the  tug  before  going  to  press  at  3  a.m.  The 
fact  that  the  craft  is  without  wireless  leads  to  the  belief  that  she  is  a 
sailing  ship  or  small  steamer.  The  donzales  Hill  radio  station  could 
establish  bo  communication  with  her. 

It  was  rumored  that  the  vessel  was  the  Admiral  Jackson,  but  there 
is  no  craft  ol  that  name  of  sufficient  tonnage  to  carry  wireless.  From 
the  Admiral  Jackson  it  was  a  jump  in  conjecture  to  the  President  Jack- 
son, the  big  Admiral  liner  due  here  this  morning  from  the  Orient,  but 
anxiety  ai  to  the  safety  of  the  traospaciEc  steamer  was  allayed  by  the 
wireless  service,  which  reported  working  the  President  Jackson  early  this 
morning. 

The  distance  from  Bamfield  to  Clo-ooee  is  about  seventeen  miles,  so 
the  lifeboat,  with  a  calm  sea,  should  have  been  in  the  neighborhood 
shortly  after  midnight.    Tlie  weather  was  reported  dear  and  calm.

Ada  waa  frightened  when  she  saw 
the  men  of  the  Nolce  party  approach- 
ing and  the  Donaldson  nearby.  She 
did  not  know  if  they  were  human 
beinffs  or  if  she  was  in  a  trance,  and 
she  fainted.  When  she  came  to  she 
told  the  Ule  of  the  dlaaster.

Knight  dead  in  his  sleeping  iMig.  Ada 
said  that  she  had  done  all  the  hunt- 
ing and  had  cared  for  Kolght  for  two 
months  before  his  death,  and  that 
after  ha  died  she  left  him  In  tha  aleap- 
Inc  bag  and  put  up  another  tant  for 
heraelf  about  fifty  feet  away.

CORFU.  Island  of  Corfu,  Aug.  31. — Corfu  wa«  occupied  by  the  Italians 
this  afternoon  after  a  sharp  bombardment  in  which  at  Irast  6fte«n  Creek 
civilians  were  killed  and  many  wounded. 
The  demand  for  the  surrender  of  Corfu  was  given  at  two  o'clock  this 
afternoon  and  firing  began  at  fire  o'clock. 

The  school  was  demolished  and  the  bid  fort  fired  upon.  In  the  fort  there 
were  many  casualties  among  the  refugees. 

ROME.  Aug,  31. — The  commandcr-in-chief  of  the  Italian  fleet,  in  a 
report  to  the  Minister  of  Manne  tonight,  announced  the  landing  of  Italian 
naval  forces  on  the  island  of  Corfu.  TT\e  landing  was  effected  without  diffi- 
:ulty. 

The  report  says  at  six  o'clock  this  evening  the  Italian  flag  was  flown  from 
the  old  fortress,  that  a  salute  of  twenty-one  guns  was  fired  amid  the  cheering 
of  the  Italian  crew,  and  that  the  occupation  of  the  town  and  the  island  was 
proceeding  without  disorder.

REACH  THE  COAST 


Will  Spend  Week 
launber  Condition* 


VANCOUVER.  Aur  31.— Vancon- 
v«r.  one  of  the  world's  treat  lumber- 
tnr  centres,  la  acting  aa  ho.tt  today  to 
thlrty-elaht  members  of  the  Empire 
Forestry  Conference  who  have  come 
W**t  to  so*  at  first  hand  the  lumber- 
Ina  and  forestry  methods  of  British 
Columbia. 

Th*s«  *xp*rt*  from  fifteen  British 
Dominions,  Colonies  and  Provlnrrjs. 
have  Just  cooclnded  a  series  of  tech- 
nical conferences  In  Ottawa  where 
they  met  at  the  Invitation  of  the  Do- 
minion Government. 

The  purposes  of  these  conferences, 
in  th*  words  of  Lord  Ixivat.  chairman 
of  th*  tath*rina.  and  haad  trr\jth* 
Unl«*d  Kintdem  Porostry  Commis- 
sion, was  to  discuss  "the  world's  soft 
wood  timber  supplies  and  the  Em- 
plre>  timber  resource*  and  trade 
within  the  Kmpire." 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  confer- 
enc«a  the  party  started  West  as  auests 
of  th*  Dominion  OoT*mm*nt.  to  aee 
the  rcsoareo*  of  Northern  Ontario, 
the  Prairie  Provinces  and  British  Co- 
lumbia. Before  the  meetlnas  at  the 
national  capital  many  of  the  delr- 
raten  had  be««n  ahown  lumbering  op- 
erations In  Quebec.  On  their  way  to 
the  Coast  the  p%rty  was  taK.en  on  an 
extenaive  tour  through  the  Interior  of 
British  Columbia  so  that  they  mlfht 
sea  the  methods  employed  botb^  in 
ctittlna  and  oonsorrlna  timber  Ih  the 
mountains  and  valleys  of  that  sr«at 
Inland  empire. 

After  a  thoroush  InnV  at  what  the 
upper  country  haa  to  offer,  Ih*  party 
Dime  on  to  the  Coast,  arriving  on  ' 
Thursday  afternoon,  "They  were  met 
on  arrival  by  Hon.  T.  D.  Pattullo. 
Minister  of  Lands,  r*pre**nttnc  the 
Oovernment  of  British  Columbd;  R. 
W.  Hamber,  Vsncouver  lumberman. 
Provincial  forestry  offlrlala  and  ofTI- 
cers  of  the  Timber  Industries  Council. 

All  the  members  of  the  party  ex- 
preaaed  themselves  aa  delighted  with 
their  trip  throuch  British  Columbia 
and  astoundod  at  the  cxtsnt  of  the 
timber  r*aottrees  of  th*  interior.  As 
sp*k**man  for  th*  party,  Lord  I,rf>vat 
said  that  he  did  not  wlah  to  make  any 
detailed  statement  of  hia  impressions 
until  he  had  been  able  to  see  opera- 
tions on  the  ('oasL 

"Other  than  tn  pay  'hat  I  have  been 
tremendously  impressed  by  the  forest 
r**eurceB  of  those  sections  of  British 
Columbia  throush  which  w*  .  have 
traveled.
